The Newsweek magazine issue of Dec. 9th, 1964 
carried a story about you and your statement that Rev. Martin L. 

King Jr was a notorius liar. I have followed that worthy character 
and read all about his associations with subversive individuals which 
were printed in Georgia and Alabama but not in the press in the 
north and west. 


People in Georgia have pictures of him in attendence at 
a Communist training school near Monteagle, Tenn. We know of his Commu¬ 
nist associations and of having two on his Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference payroll. 

We also know Bayard Rustin put on the huge Washington D. C. 
parade in 1963 for Core leaders and Board members Martin Luther King Jr 
and NAACP leaders and Board member A. Phillip Randolph. We also 
know Bayard Rustin same Communist helped Martin Luther King draw 
up his acceptance speech for his Nobel Peace prize in Oslo Norway last 
December 


We are mighty suspicious same Bayard Rustin was back 
stage and Kingpin of Kings overnight invasion from the northern into 
Selma when he and his aides purposely provoked police into action by

For 48 years I dont remember of a segment of our

If they had they would have been promptly told to act the part of 
responsible and sensible citizens 


However a federal judge allowed it. Now the 
communist techniques of street demonstrations was permitted 
and condoned again in 1965 and legally extended to busy interstate 
highways with army guard. 

I further contend a huge Communist plan to 
infiltrate into the lives, communities and states in the entire 
south, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania was kicked off 
in Selma and Montgomery Alabama. 

There are sufficient laws on the books of our 
country to insure proper voting rights and if done in the Christian 
free world way as done in the western countries and the United 
States instead of by the Marxist atheist way as done in Selma and 
Montgomery there would have been no strife, hatred, violence and 
death. Therefore with Kings being the ’’front man” he is morally responsibly 
for all that which happened as well as stirring up strife again in the south 
where Civil Rights was peacefully accepted. Only one death resulted in July 
1964 near Athens, Ga and 3 businesses going to court 

I further contend King is getting north and south in an 
unnecessary state of some bad feelings. If all went well between whites 
and negroes he wouldnt let it be. He would find something to start ■ 

something going The Ku Klux Klan never was any good and stirred up 
internal trouble not necessary. At the same time they are not subversive 
as the Communist in wanting to undermine every level of our country and 
the moral fabric of our citizens as well. We dont need the Klan. At the 
same time if King had not started breaking local laws in Selma but done 
everything in an upright responsible way a good constructive citizen and 
leader would do, there would have been no strife hatred, violence and 
three deaths. Even the Klan would have remained underground. 

I am for integration and rights for all citizens to vote > 

whether illiterate or not. The illiterate should be sound of mind and 
vouched for by 2 credible witnesses in their community. I have wired 
Senator Dirkson to try to get this into the new law. 

It can all be worked out O.K. if King is kept out of the 
streets and all done in an orderly Christian free country way of doing it. 



That is off my mind. I was indignant about the way 
Newsweek covered you in the fashion of a scandal monger and the 
unwarranted criticism by the New York Times, New York Herald 
Tribune, Washington Post and Los Angeles Times. The Newsweek did 
not give you one favorable comment. 

Therefore besides sending a reply to Newsweek I also 
sent a copy to the four critical newspapers mentioned. In addition to that, I 
also sent copies to the Chicago Tribune, Detroit News, Jackson Clarion Let^a 
Jackson Miss, the Saturday Evening Post and Red Book magazine. In all, I 
let seven newspapers and three magazines know I didnt like the unwarranted 
attack on you by Newsweek, New York Times, New York Herald Tribune, 
Washington Post and Los Angeles Times. I enclose the reply by Newsweek 

I remember well when the F. B. I. was formed and you were 
appointed by Judge Stone in 1924 to take charge. I have followed the F. B. I. 
and you from its infancy to the sound organization it is today. You are to 
be commended for a job efficiently and honorably done and for being a 
good public servant. 

I wanted to join the FBI in 1927, but my wife vetoed it. 

We were married Jan 26, 1924 and I am a World War one U. S. Marine 
from 1917-1921 vintage. 

When my wife was against me joining the F. B. I. I joined 
my state National Guard from March 1927 to Nov. 1935. 

My allegiance to the flag and my country have never 
left me and I hold membership in the American Legion for 44 years. I coulchl 
sit down and keep quiet last December when the "get Hoover clique" started. 

I thought I would let you know I stuck out my neck for you. I should have 
done so at the time. 

I cant sit down and keep quiet either regarding Rev. King Jr

On Sunday evening, March 28, 1965, I was listening to 

the "Meet the Press" program on which Rev . Ifertin Luthei^King. Jr.__ 

appeared. Che reporter asked Rev. King about His attitude toward 
civil disobedience, and the violation of some of the laws that had 
been violated, and he stated that those laws were bad laws and that 
they felt they could be guided by their conscience, and pay no at¬ 
tention to those laws. 





It seems to me if they are bad laws that isn’t the way to 
test them out and have then invalidated, and that is the philosophy 
of the government b/ men instead of government by laws - as advocated 
by the soviets and communists. 

If that is the doctrine that is being advocated by the leaders 
of thi3 movement it seems to me that is a rather dangerous doctrine to 
promulgate, and has no doubt led to a lot of the depredations that have 
been committed.

We 
want the government in this country of ours to be the way it 
used to be, the wav it was meant to be by our founding fathers. 
There should be no place in our government for peoDle with foreign 
ideologys. If the way I feel and think makes me a radical or a 
bigot, and a lot of other things the communist call a patriotic 
American, its O.K. with me, I just don’t like the changes that 
are taking place in our government so fast.

The article noted that King was in the Los Angeles 
area for the purpose of conferring with Reverend Thomas Kilgore,

(SCLC). King told reporters that "the Klan is clearly an un-

April 2, 1965 at a meeting of the SCLC Board which he will 
attend.

The suffering, humiliation, embarrassment, loss 
of lives and properties which have been placed on 
the Negro and white people of Alabama during 
the weeks of continuous demonstrations should 
cause all of Alabama to consider the paths along 
which they are being taken. 

The problems of our great State and Nation 
should be settled in the courts and legislative 
halls — not in the streets and with impulsive calls 
for boycott and impeachment. 

The unfair publicity, which has been spread 
again and again across the nation’s front pages and 
TV screens against Alabama, has all of our peoples 
of both races in a dilemma. The extreme provoca¬ 
tions which have led to the incidents of death and 
violence, have not been accurately reported. 

Under tremendously adverse circumstances, 
the people of Alabama, both white and Negro, 
have shown admirable restraint. 

Our only hope is that they will continue to do 
so. 

Eventually the emotional binge which has 
taken the United States and on which the fires 
are being blazed higher and higher by the Martin 
Luther Kings, will die down and disappear. Mean¬ 
while, it should be the hope of everyone that 
government by demonstration and street mob will 
not be substituted for government by law. 

A gigantic publicity stunt has been developed 
with Alabama as the victim. 

Former President Harry S. Truman, during 
whose administration, the U.S. Armed Services 
were integrated, said recently, “the racial demon¬ 
strations are silly and are nothing more than a 
means to get attention for certain individuals.”

Kail Prussion, former Communist and FBI 
informer, charges that Martin Luther King be- 
longs to sixty Communist-front organizations - 
more than any Communist in-the United States. 



For about five years (1955-1960) King’s sec¬ 
retary was Bayard Rustin, whose Communist 
background began in the Young Communist League 
at City College in New York in 1936. In World 
War II he was convicted as a draft dodger. In 
1953 he was arrested with two men in Pasadena 
for "sex perversion,’* He pleaded guilty and 
served a term in Los Angeles City Jail. In Feb¬ 
ruary 1957 Rustin was one of eleven "impar¬ 
tial observers' 1 invited by Communists to attend 
the 16th national convention of the Communist 
Party U.S.A. In 1958 Rustin went to the Soviet 
Union. Shortly after his return he organized Mar¬ 
tin L. King’s "March on Washington'* - which 
the Communist paper, THE WORKER, called 
a Communist Party project, Rustin was second 
in command of the bigger "March on Washington" 
on'August 28, 1963. which Martin U King helped 
to organize and direct. 

After Rustin left King in 1960, he was replaced 
by Jack H. O’Dell, who operates as a concealed 
member of the national committee of the Com¬ 
munist Party U.S.A., according to highiy-authorl- 
tative sources quoted in the "St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat." (See article herein.) The Senate In¬ 
ternal Security Subcommittee had shown Jack 
O'Dell to have been the Communist party district 
director in New Orleans up until at least the 
middle 1950's. Nevertheless, Martin L. King 
hired, retained and used O'Dell even though his 
Communist background had become a matter of 
public record. 

King himself has a long record Communist-front 
activity. We quote from the "St, Louis Globe- 
Democrat" of December 3, 1964: 

"On November 27, 1960, THE WORKER, a Com¬ 
munist newspaper, listed King among a number of 


clergymen appealing to the President for either a 
new trial or pleniency for one Morton Sobell who 
was convicted in 1951 for violation of the Espionage 
Conspiracy Statute, 

"On May 2, 1961, the 4 Atlanta Journal' quoted 
King as saying 5 one-year jail sentences given Carl 
Braden and Frank Wilkinson show McCarthylsm 
to be on the rise. King said he had no doubt the 
two were being punished for integration activities. 
Borh reportedly refused to tell a Congressional 
committee in 1958 whether they were or had been 
Communists. One ex-Red had testified Braden 
was a Communist. 

"On August 25, 1961, the Socialist Party publica¬ 
tion, ‘New America,’ listed King among a number 
of others seeking to aid the imprisoned Junius 
Scales whose conviction for violation of the Smith 
Act had just been upheld by the U,S. Supreme Court. 

"On May 14, 1961, THE WORKER stated that King 
had joined sixteen other Negro and white Southern 
'leaders’ in initiating a petition to President Ken¬ 
nedy denouncing the House Un-American Activities 
Committee and the Senate Internal Security sub¬ 
committee." 

Definite proof of Martin L. King’s connection 
between his organization and the Communist or¬ 
ganization called "The Southern Conference Edu¬ 
cational Fund," was found in documents obtained 
in a raid made on the S.C.E.F. headquarters in 
New Orleans on October 4, 1963, by the State of 
Louisiana's Joint Legislative Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

Here is what this official government investigat¬ 
ing committee had to say in its report of April 13, 
1964 concerning Martin L. King and his organiza- 












tion, “the Southern Christian Iai adership Confer¬ 
ence:'* . . • " 

“The Committee finds thffl the Southern Chris¬ 
tian leadership Conference and the Student Non¬ 
violent Coordinating Committee are substantially 
under the control of the Communist Party through 
the influence of the Southern Conference Educa¬ 
tional Fund and the Communists who manage it. . » 
♦‘The evidence presented to us in the two hear¬ 
ings recorded in this report solidly confirms our 
prior findings that the Southern Conference Edu¬ 
cational Fund is in fact a Communist Front and 
a Subversive Organization. The Southern Confer¬ 
ence Educational Fund is managed and operated 
by Communist(s) and has obvious multiple con¬ 
nections with other Communist Front organiza¬ 
tions. It has openly supported many well-identified 
Communists and Communist causes. It has pub¬ 
lished and distributed Communist political propa¬ 
ganda written by and about well-identified Com¬ 
munists setting forth the Communist propaganda 
line. We reaffirm our previous findings regard¬

On March 28, 1965 , Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr.,' 
wa3 interviewed on the National Broadcasting Company television 
program, "Meet the Press". King stated that the march from 
Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, was one of the most powerful and 
dramatic civil rights display that has ever taken place. He 
said that the march had a two-fold purpose: 1. To protest 
police brutality in Alabama and 2. To secure the right of 
the Negro to vote. 


King stated that there can be no respite in 
demonstrations as long as conditions exist in Alabama 
that call for demonstrations. He said tnere is a moral 
obligation to continue demonstrations so that the issues can 
be kept before the people of the United States. 

According to King there are barriers which remain 
in Alabama that must be destroyed, namely the unhampered right 
for all to vote in Alabama, removal of the poll tax, an end 
to brutality by all law enforcement agencies and equal 
opportunity for the Negro in the anti-poverty program. 

King stated that he did not consider that he 
violated the law by marching in Selma, in defiance of a 
court injunction, since attorneys had advised that it was 
an invalid order. King said there are two types of laws 
according to his thinking: 1. The just law which has a 
moral obligation to obey and 2. The unjust law which has 
a moral obligation to defy. King said he does not believe 
in defying or evading laws, but stated the chief norm in 
his actions is to accept the penalty if his conscience tells 
him the law is unjust.
